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REMARKS 

The objections regarding the drawings were removed as the objected claims 1 1 and 21 
mentioned by the examiner were canceled. The applicants also deleted the reference to the 
external transportation means that in any case were used as an illustration of one of the 
devices to which the mounting plate can be attached. 

Claims 1-21, 35-41, and 49 are pending in this application. All the claims were rejected by 
the examiner. 

Claims 2-12, 15-20, 35-41 , and 49 were rejected on the basis of 35 USC 1 12 in view of 
indefinite expression and lack of antecedents. These objections were removed by defining 
"one side" and "both side" as sides relative to the longitudinal axis of the mechanism. All 
limitations of the amended claims have appropriate antecedents. 

The applicants accept rejections on the basis of 35 USC 102 and 34 USC 103, and the 
rejected claims were canceled. 

Allowable claims 35-41 and 49 were rewritten to overcome the rejections under 35 USC 112 
and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and of the intervening claims. 

CONCLUSION 

For all the above reasons, the applicant submits that the specification and claims are now in 
proper form, and that the claims all define patentably over the prior art. Therefore, the 
applicant submits that this application is now in condition for allowance, which action he 
respectfully solicits.
